In a circular advising of the C.S.I.R.0. Applied Entomology 
Conference, the definition of "applied" is peculiarly narrow 
encompassing only biological control with one short session | 
devoted to "integrated" control in a five day programme. 


This programme is only remotely connected with many of the 
real problems facing applied entomological research today. 
There is no mention of stored products, pesticide application 
and pollution or medical and veterinary entomology. 


In the present economic circumstances it is unlikely that 
State Departments or Universities will be able to organise a 
suitable alternative conference to fill the gap (although it 
is gratifying to note that the Australian Entomological Society 
has included pesticide application in its forthcoming Annual 
Conference). 


If other members share these views, perhaps they could 
lobby A.E.S. to formally register a protest with the Standing 
Committee of the Australian Agricultural Council under whose 
auspices I presume the conference is being held.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA: 


John Sandow has now completed his Ph.D. thesis at the 
University of W.A. on aspects of the acoustic biology of 
Mygalopsis (Orthoptera). John has now taken up the position 
of Research Officer with the W.A. Agricultural Department and 
joins the team working on the lucerne flea.

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NEWS FROM AFFILIATED SOCIETIES 


Entomological Society of Australia (N.S.W.) 


The August meeting of the Society was held in the 
Australian Museum, College Street, Sydney on the night of 
end August. Dr. Andrew Beattie gave a short talk on booby- 
trapping Lucilia cuprina females with chemosterilants to 
sterilise males attempting copulation with treated females. 


Paul Hughes then gave a brief talk on use of artificial 
fly strike of sheep to evaluate insecticides used to protect 
sheep. Larvae from appropriate laboratory cultures were used 
to start the strikes. 


Dr. A. Clift addressed the September monthly meeting, held 


in the Hallstrom Theatre, Australian Museum, College Street, 
Sydney on the night of 6th September. Alan's topic was 
"Integrated control programme for mushroom sciarids". He 
indicated the species of sciarids involved in Australia, U.K. 
and U.S.A., then outlined their biology with reference to 
mushroom culture. Finally he outlined an overall integrated 
control programme that should minimize both insecticide usage 
and the development of resistance.

Jim has had long 
experience with aerial spraying, has attended international 
conferences and is a recognised authority on his topic. His 
approach to the problem is intelligent; the application is 
intended to kill insects and the data he presented on 


biologically active droplet sizes make one think. The general 


concept he presented was that small droplets, less than 100 
microns, penetrated the crop and killed insects. He was 
certainly correct that this topic has an important part to 
play in future efficient use of pesticides.

INFORMATION SERVICES IN THE LIFE-—SCIENCES 


The Australian National Scientific and Technological 
Library (ANSTEL), a branch of the National Library of Australia, 
has been established to improve the access of the Australian 
community to the world's scientific and technological 
literature. To this end, ANSTEL has developed a wide range of 
services based on computerized information retrieval systems. 


One such service is the BIOSIS Previews data base. BIOSIS 
Previews is the magnetic tape equivalent of BioResearch Index 
and Biological Abstracts. It covers over 8,000 serial and 
non-serial publications from over 100 countries and provides 
access to more than a quarter of a million articles per annum. 


This service has arisen through the development of modern 
printing technology. Over the past thirty years publications 
such as Biological Abstracts and BioResearch Index have been 
increasing in size, matching the growth of the number of 
articles, reports, reviews and letters published. To keep up 
with this increase, many publishing houses have had to turn to 
computer phototypesetting. The master tape used for this process 
can also be used as an information source in its own right. 

By using quite simple logic an analyst can set up a search 
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which will pull out very specific articles to form a list of 
titles tailored to an individual's information needs. Anyone 
needing information in the life-sciences area will find this 
service a great time-—saver. 


There are three ways to use the service. A current 
awareness search provides a subscriber with twelve computer 
print-outs per annum. Each citation is printed on a card 
which can be used to build up a subject file. Searches of 

this type can be amended at anytime should the subscriber's 
information needs change. Secondly, a retrospective search 
can be set up to cover any period from 1969 to the present. 
These searches are carried out on computers located in 
California, U.S.A., and the print-out, in the form of a series 
of pages, is mailed to Australia. The third type of service 
consists of monthly information bulletins, these are designed 
to provide general coverage of broad, and fairly populat, 
subject areas such as heavy metal pollution, pest control, 
population genetics etc. 


Yearly subseriptions to information bulletins and current 
awareness searches are $10.00 and $75.00 respectively. 
Retrospective search charges vary, ranging upwards from a base 
price of $50.00 depending upon the complexity of the search 
and the size of the print-out. Prior approval is required 
before analysts go ahead with searches expected to cost more 
than the base price. 


ANSTEL also provides a back-up service. Articles can be 
obtained through the ANSTEL National Lending Service by the 
use of pre-paid photocopy/loan forms. Search request forms, 
information about pre-paid forms and further information about 
BLOSIS Previews or any other ANSTEL service can be obtained 
by contacting the Chief Analyst, BIOSIS Previews, ANSTEL, 
P.O. Box E333, Canberra, A.C.T. 2600.
